Ordinance No. 1036, the organizational and 
preservation ordinance pertaining to the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, passed in the Sierra Madre 
City Council Tuesday evening with a count of 3 to 2. 
Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson and Councilman 
Bruce Crow voted “no” but Mayor Andrew Roy 
Buchan, Councilman Clem Bartolai and Council- 
woman Lisa Fowler supported the ordinance that 
deals with the preservation of historic homes and 
landmarks in the town. 

City Councilmembers gave their blessing to a 
possible television series, produced by Lorimar Tele¬ 
pictures and starring Merlin Olsen, to be shot in 
Sierra Madre. If the merchants who are impacted 
in downtown Sierra Madre also agree, filming on 
“.Aaron’s Way” will begin on Sept. 22, mostly 
in Kersting Court. 

In other business, Ralph Rule, 5th District 
director of the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District, outlined for the council his sug¬ 
gestions of how Sierra Madre can receive supple¬ 
mental water in case of drought. 

Rule beheves the water diStrict should lease 


property from the city of Arcadia at $1 per year, 
drill a well in Arcadia for the use of Sierra Madre 
under emergency or drought conditions. The balance 
of the time the well would be used by the city of 
Arcadia, Rule explained. 

“I believe this is the least expensive method 
of obtaining supplemental water for Sierra Madre 
. . . Sierra Madre would have to pay to boost the 
water to our service lines and Sierra Madre would 
have to pay for the refurnishing of any water 
pumped to our city. The supplemental water would 
be furnished to Arcadia by the San Gabriel Valley 
Water District (to which Sierra Madre belongs) 
and we would, of course, reimburse the district for 
any water which they furnished to Arcadia.” 

Sierra Madre uses about 2(X)0 gallons of water 
per minute. The well in Arcadia would be a 4000- 
gallon per minute well and pump. “The well would 
be located in a pollution free area, assuring us of 
good quality, potable water,” Rule said. 

Rule, who was elected to the water board in 
January, convinced councilmembers to set up a

He took the flashlight out and found 
a big gouge on the side of the car so he called 
the police.

While the police were there, neighbors stopped 
over and explained that they had the same damage 
to their car after not having purchased any candy 
either. 

The next morning, neighbors across the street 
said they had purchased candy and had found 
in their front yard a certificate,issued to a name 
in San Dimas.

Family Fun with an historic flair is being offered 
by the Sierra Madre Flistorical Society on Sunday, 
Sept. 13, from 3 to 6 p.m. as it extends an in¬ 
vitation to the community to attend their Old Fash¬ 
ioned Family Picnic. 

This will be held at 167 E. Mira Monte which 
is the foot of Mt. Wilson Trail and the location 
of the historic Richardson House and Lizzie’s Trail 
Inn, two small buildings the Society maintains as 
museums. Next to the historic complex is Mira Monte 
Park making this an ideal location for family fun. 

Please bring your own picnic basket and some¬ 
thing to sit on. Society members will provide their 
famous old fashioned lemonade or ice tea. There 
is no charge. Each September the Society plans 
an event to be enjoyed by the community and located 
at an historic site. Docents will give tours through 
the two historic buildings. 

Richardson House is the oldest home still stand¬ 
ing in Sierra Madre. The Richardson family were 
residents here when this was empty land and sold 
150 acres to town founder Nathaniel Carter in the 
early 1800s. This became part of the 1103 acres 
that formed Carter’s Sierra Madre Tract and the 


start of the town. 

From earliest years there was a refreshment stand 
at the foot of Mt. Wilson Trail that serviced the 
many hikers going up the historic trail, the oldest 
trail on this side of the San Gabriel Mountains. In 
1889 Harvard College established the first observa¬ 
tory at the top of Mt. Wilson with all material for 
its 3700 lb. telescope transported up the mountain 
on the backs of pack animals. From 1904 Carnegie 
Institute operated Mt. Wilson Observatory, which 
had made major contributions to the scientific world. 

When the refreshment stand became a rest¬ 
aurant it was owned by Lizzie McElwain who was 
noted for her delicious chicken and ravioli. Lizzie 
died in 1939 but she left Lizzie’s with a “past.” 
She lived in the Richardson House and during 
prohibition operated a still in the dining room until 
raided by Federal agents. There is a loose board 
in the bedroom floor where she hid the “booze.” 

Members of the Sierra Madre Preservation So¬ 
ciety, which is an arm of the Historical Society, 
will also attend the picnic. On Sunday, October 25, 
the Preservation Society will hold their second annual 
vintage homes tour. 

Historical Society President Dick Johnson and 
his wife Elva will host the picnic. 


Sign and dog ordinances 
not being observed 


• sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts wants 
to remind the community of the sign ordinances 
and of the ordinances concerning picking up after 
pets in the community. 

“Garage sales are regulated by Section 9251-K 
of the Sierra Madre city code that provides that 
an owner or occupant of a lot in the city may 
hold a (garage) sale for the purpose of selling 
their own personal property. The following condi¬ 
tions must be observed, however: sales must not 
be more frequent than once every three months; 
they must be held between the hours of 9 a.m. 
and 6 p.m.; they must not be more than two 
days in duration; and signs as regulated under 
Section 9701 which prohibits signs being placed 
off site. Garage sales may be placed on the property 
where the garage sale is to be conducted. 

“Littering laws also apply relative to placing 
signs on utility poles or elsewhere in the city, 
such as on trees. These ordinances also apply 
to signs calling attention to lost animals, etc.” 

The chief continued, “The effect of signs 
being posted about the city in violation to these 
laws is degrading to the appearance of the city.. 


Most people who place signs on poles and trees 
seldom take those signs down.” 

Chief Betts said, “It is more appropriate to 
advertise for garage sales and it is also probably 
more effective by placing newspaper ads that get 
to the desired public. Violation of these codes 
in most cases results in warnings and citing by 
police officers who pull the signs down. There¬ 
fore, the signs become ineffective because no one 
sees them. 

“Should residents continue to have sales and 
post signs, they are subject to prosecution for 
violation of the city code. When these signs 
come to the attention to the police department, 
those persons are subject to citation.” 

The chief noted that in addition to the sign 
ordinance, the appearance and condition of the 
city is also affected by defecation of dogs and 
other animals on the streets, sidewalks and pri¬ 
vate property in the city. 

“Dog owners are urged to bring their ‘Pooper 
scoopers’ along when they take their animals for 
a walk. We should all do whatever we can to 
keep our city clean,” Chief Betts concluded.

Los Ange¬ 
les has obviously failed 
to live up to agreements 
with the Raiders, and 
this display of raw polit¬ 
ical power by a well- 
financed Los Angeles pol¬ 
itical machine trying to 
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eliminate a legitimate bid 
by a city to provide a 
home for the football 
team, and to provide for 
its enthusiastic citizens 
the ability to grow and 
develop, is disgraceful.” 

Mountjoy continued, 
“Assemblyman Roos 
cannot really believe he 
can get his legislation 
passed. Instead, he ex¬ 
pects the very fact of its 
existence to muddy the 
waters so that prospective 
bond purchasers may be 
deterred from investing 
in the project. 

“I cannot emphasize 
too strenuously the out¬ 
rage 1 feel over this ne¬ 
farious political ploy on 
the part of a member of 
the State Assembly to in¬ 
terfere with and pervert 
what should be open and 
free competition.

meeting with the district’s manager, William White- 

side, to discuss the approach. 

A group of tenants from Rennaissance Plaza, 
located at 38 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., appeared 
before the council, saying they were worried about 
their safety because there were “electrical, health 
and fire violations” at the commercial/residential 
facility which was originally the old hotel. There 
are 30 residential tenants and 11 commercial ten¬ 
ants in the Plaza. 

Others who had been inside the residential 
areas described “the hot plates atop a small refri¬ 
gerator. No sink . . . ihey have to take their 
cooking and eating utensils to the bathroom for 
cleaning. It’s an insult to humanity.” Joy Phillips 
said. 

Margaret Buckner said she had been worried 
about the building for some time. “We’re lucky 
we haven’t had a conflagration. It’s up to us to 
see that something is done. It isn’t just the wiring. 
It’s a building that has to be improved or razed.” 

Mayor Buchan said he had heard of recent con¬ 
cerns and suggested that a county health inspector 
be sent to the scene. 

The council took a look at the fee structure 
in Sierra Madre and decided to have a consultant 
and City Attorney Charles Marlin meet with City 
.Administrator Jim McRea to peruse the fees, de¬ 
ciding whether they needed to be augmented. The 
results will be reported at the Oct. 21 council 
meeting. 

Councilman Bruce Crow questioned “the lack 
of an accounting system of the swim team and an 
investigation of the conduct of a city paid coach.’’ 
McRea answered that there is an ongoing review 
and that the pool manager has been asked to do 
a review.
